An article to be plenty, and at the fame time dear, is fome- 
what “es becaufe contrary to every eftablithed maxim in 
trade. _ Dut here, perhaps, it may be afked, Who can remedy 
the evil, if thofe whofe bufiaefs it is to retail butcher-meats 
don’t chufe to difpofe of it at lower rates? ‘True ; but if they will 
not fell but at their ows price, they can at lealt be compelled 
to fell wholefome food. ‘Are there not borough regulations 
for this purpofe? Ts there not one of the Magiltrates, whofe 
province it is-dgerfionally to vifit the markers, and to fee that 
no fpecies of meat be expofed to fale but what is in found and 

condition? Are thefe vilits opie made? Tf fo, 
Whence comes it topafs that meat has of late been hung up 
to public view in fuch a corrupted ftate as to fhock the feelings 
of every beholder? Meat kept and exhibited, day after day, ia 
the public market, until it becomes fo offenfive, even to the 
olfagtory nerves of the butchers themfelves, that, I am inform- 
ed, an immediate interment of gréat quantities of jt is: found 
abfolutely neceffary. This, Sir, calls loudly for the attention 


of the civil Magiffrate, While our rulers aré jultly to be ap-- 


plauded for their {pirited exertions with regard to the various 
improvements going forward for the canbell hanes of the city, 
the internal 

ought not furely to be neglected. I remember, Sir, fome years 
ago, that when a complaint was made fomewhat fimilar to the 
prefent, a fearch was ordered of the booths or cellars in the 
market clofe, when cart-loads of fheep-heads, &c. werd 
brought forth in fuch a putrid fate, as dfhocded matter of affo- 
nifhment how the keepers of thofe booths or cellars could with 
fafety breathe, far lefs conftantly refide in them. Had thofe 
articles been offered to fale at moderate prices, and when in 
feafon, the owners would not ouly have been more benefited ;

I obferved much niecknefs and forbearance to- 
wards you from that period till the 18th of September, 17834 
(notwithftanding your Hereditary Arch Treafurer’s domeltics 
at the Court of London loaded me continually with reproach- 
es, infults, aud injuries, becaufe I loved the Jews.) A year 
and a half was fufficient time for a man of your charaéter, as 
to abilities and difcernment, to make yourfelf mafter of the con- 
fequences of thofe remarks. I then had the honour to addrefs 
three different letters to Elias Lindo, Efq; and the Spanith and 
Portugueze, and Nathan Salomon, Efq; and the German and 
Dutch Jews, requelting thofe rulers to fubmit my beft imend~- 
ed endeavours tO the cunfidleration of Judah and the Tribes of 
Ifracl, whitherfoever difperfed over the whole world. In @ 
few days after, Providence, without any expence, brought twa 
Greek gentlemen to my fervice, between whom and ime an I- 
talian friend negociated, and they, at that time in Turkifh ha- 
bits, took folemn and kind charge of two large packets of 
litics, under my hand and feal, dire&ted to ACHMET IV. 
Grand Signor, the prefent wife Sultan on the Throne of Tur- 
key, who was recommended to me by a Scots Chieftain. The 
Greeks undertook to deliver my letters into the Sultan’s own 
hands. Thefe letters contained my fentiments and advice con- 
cerning the governments and characters of the leading men in 
Europe and America, and ftirring up eames Egypt, 
and all Judea, againit the Spanifh and Portugueze Inquifitions, 
and the Italian religion, -and againft your tyrannical agreflions 
i Holland, and againft the Emprefs of Rufha’s uncivilized de- 
predations in Turkey. -~Yefterday [ had the honour to _comi- 
municate thefe circumftances to Monfieur de Lynden, Envoy 
extraordinaire, de Leurs Hautes Puiffances, at the Dutch Ho- 
tel, in Hereford-ftreet, and to prefs his Excellency, in the 
molt endearing expreflions that occurred to me, to take {pecial 
care that as advantageous terms of peace with Amtfterdam thall 
be obtained from you, as Algiers has ae from the King 
of Spain. I am indeed truly forry I can fay nothing more a- 
greeable and comfortable to you at prefent; but if you will 
turn to me, I will turn to you. I am under vows to the Pro- 
teftant Affociation, who chofe me for their Prefident, and Lam 
indifpenfably bound to be honeft to them, and no human power 
can diffolve the obligation. If it is trae what we hear o} P sv 
that you are afraid of being poifoned by the Italian Priefts in 
your own honfe, fly to the hotel of Comte Waffenar, and Ba- 
ron Van Leiden, the Dutch deputies, and lodge with them, 
and you will be as fafe and happy as Rahab was with Joftiua’s 
fpies in Jericho. I find the Dutch Ambaflador here @ very 
good fort of man; and I may almoft dare venture to aflure 
your Imperial Highnefs that the Republic has alfo fent agree- 
able and right-hearted men to Vienna, to lead your 1g ey 
to the ways of peace. Praying that the living God, the King 
of the Jews, may open your eyes to fee the prefent truth, I am,

Yefterday being the anniverfary of the birth-day of his Roy- 
al Highnefs the Prince of Wales, who entered the 24th year 
of his age, the fame was obferved with great feltivity by the. 
Royal family at Windfor. 

he fame day a great number of the nobility reforted to 
Windfor to pay their compliments to their Majelties and ‘his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales on the above occafion. 

Laft night a ball was given at Windfor, at which were pre- 
fent the Duke de Chartres, the Duke of Dorfet, tlie Duke of 

ueenfberry, and feverdl others of the nobility and gentry. 

All the Royal Family now in England, except the young- 
eft Princefs, dined together yelterday at Windior. _ 

Laft night illuminations were taade by all his Royal High- 
nefs’s tradefmen, in different ports of the town ; feveral of 
which were very fplendid, in fancied forms and devices, fach 
as feltoons, arches, plumes of feathers, crowns, &c. 

Two butts of beer were given to the foldiers on duty at the 
caftle ; and a general illumination took place in the evening at 
Windfor, Eton, and the adjacent villages. 

We learn from the Hague, that eight perfons have been ta- 

ken into cuftody at Aix-la-Chapelle, among whom are three 
fabaltern officers in the fervice of the States, two domettics, a 
negro, &c. It appears, that they had formed the defign of 
feizing on the papers of the Duke of Brunfwick, and, in doing 
this, they were not to hefitate even to mak? an attempt on his 
life, if they could not oherwift ace fh -their—end-— ‘Thay 
talk of more than twenty perfons being concerned in the pro- 
jet. The Stadtholder’s party attribute the confpiracy to, the 
_pretended patriotic faction—and the latter affert, that it is a 
mere calumny, fabricated for the purpofe of recriminating on 
fome gentlemen of rank, who readered themfelves obnoxious 
by correcting the ftory of Maeftricht. 

The Americans have made a contra& with their good and 
great ally, the French King, to fupply that power with all the 
Spermaceti oil which they can procure ; and, to encourage the 
simerican fifhery, we underftand that Paris is to be in future 
lighted with American, inftead of vegetable oil. This is the 
only articte of American produce, which we fhould have dif- 
couraged, for the fake of our own fifhery. ‘The Americans, 
in confequence of this contract, ‘have fent twenty-five thips to 
the Southern whale-fithery, and we have only fent feven. 

The conceffions made by the Spaniards tothe Algerines, are 
faid to be in confequence of certain intelligence, thar the Spa- 
nifh Americans are determined to take the firft opportunity of 
fhaking off the Spanifh yoke ; and that it is neceflary for the 
Court of Madrid to be perpetually oa the guard againit a revolt 
fo premediated and determined. 

We are affured from the beft authority, that his Excellency 
Count Ragenack, the Imperial Ambaflador to this. Court, by 
authentic advices juft arrived from Vienna, has received a con- 
firmation of his Imperial Mujefty being ia perfect health ; and 
that the reports fo induftrioufly circulated, mentioning an at- 
tempt being made upon the life of that amiable Monarch, were 
totally deftitute of foundation.

By a gentleman of character, who left Amfterdam the 6th 
of this month, we are informed, that party difputes were car- 
ried to uncommon lengths in that city; the Prince. of Orange 
paffed through it a few days ago, and was infulted by one part 
of the mob, and loudly applauded by another.

ANECDOTE of Archbifhop Suarre.

I am named 
Sharpe, and am Archbifhop of York ; my carriage and fervants 
are behind ; tell me what money you want, and who you are, 
and I’ll not injure you, but prove a friend. Here take this 
——, and now ingenuoufly tell me how much you want to 
make you independent of fo deltructive a butinels as you are 
now engaged in.” ‘ O, Sir!”§replied the man, * I detett 
the bufinefs as much as you. I am—but—but—at home there 
are creditors who will not ftay ; fifty pounds, my Lord, indeed 
would do what no tongue befides my own can tell.”—"'* Well, 
Sir, I take it on yout word; and, upon my honour, if you 
will, in a day or two, call on me at ——,' what I have now 
given thall be madé up that fum.” 

‘Phe highwayman looked at him. was filent, and went off ; 
and, at the time appointed, actually waited on the Archbiilop, 
and affured; his Lordthip, his words had left impreflions which 
nothing could ever efface. 

Nothing more of him tranfpired for a year and a half, or 
more ; when one morning a perfon knocked at his Grace’s 
gate, ard with a peculiar earneftnefs defired to fee him. The 
Bifhop ordered the {tranger to be brought in: he entered the 
room where his Lordfhip was, but had f{carce advanced a few 
fteps before his countenance changed, his knees totter’d, and 
he funk almoft breathlefs on the floor; on recovering, he re- 
quefted his Lordfhip for an audience in private. The apart- 
ment being cleared, ‘¢ My Lord,” faid he, ** you cannot have 
forgot-en the circumftances at fuch a time and place ; gratitude 
will never fuffer them to be obliterated from my mind. In me, 
my Lord, you now behold that once moft wretched of man- 
kind ; but now, by your itexprefible humanity, rendered e- 
qual, perhaps fapérior, tm happinefs to millions. O, my Lord, 
~—(cears tor a while preventing his utterance) ’tis you! ’tis 
you! that have faved my body and foul; ’tis you that have 
faved a dear and*much-loved wife, and a little brood of child- 
ren, whom | tendered dearer than my life. Here is the fifty 
pounds ; —but never fhall I find language to teftify what I feel. 
Your God is your witnefs ; your deed itfelf is your glory ; and 
may Heaven, aad all its blefling, be your prefent and everlatt- 
ing reward ! » 

** T was the younger fon of a wealthy man-; your Lordthip 
knows him, I am fure. His name was ——, My marriage 
alienated his affection, and my brother withdrew his love, and 
left me to forrow and penury. A month fince my brother 
died a batchelor, and inteftate. What was.his is. become 
mine; and, by your aftonifhing goodnefs,-I am now at once 


the moft penitent, the moft grateful, and happieft of my fpe- - 


cies. 

The following fingular particulars of the unhappy George 
Robinfon, late a foldiet in the African corps, who. was ¢xecu- 
ted near Maiditone, on Thurfday the 28th of laft month, were 
communicated by himfelf to a worthy clergyman who vifited 
him a few days before his death, and may be depended on as 
authentic. 

This traly penitent, criminal was born near Bofton, in Lin- 
colnthire, in 1748, where he received a common Englith edu- 
cation. About the age of eighteen, he went into the fervice of 
a gentlemean of diftin@ion, where his good figure, engaging 
manner, and regular conduct, made him univerfally efteemed. 

He came to London a few years after, and lived fome time 
in great repute, till making a connection with a woman of a- 
bandoned principles, the not only ftripped him of his property, 
but prevailed on him to plan the robbery of Thomas Kelfull, 
E{q; of Greenwich, a gentleman with whom he had lived in the 
capacity of butler, and who had treated him with the utmoft 
indulgence. 

He foon found means, by-the affiftance of his bafe compani- 
on, to put his project into execution. The property he flole 
With 
this ill-got booty he came to town, aflumed the charater of a 
gentleman, frequented horfe-races, cock-pits, and EO tables, 
at one of which he was cheated by a noted black-legs of all his 
cath, and fhortly after felt the miferies of extreme poverty. 

In this condition he was kidnapped by one of thofe wretches 
called crim ps, and tranfported to the ifland .of Goree, where 
his fobriety and attention foon raifed him to the rank of a non- 


Upon fome trifling offence, in July 1782, he wag Orders 
Wy the thea Governor to receive no fewer than eight hundred 
lafies! This barbarous fentence was executed by negroes 
who faid it on with inch ropes, alternately changing ote 
twenty-five ftrokes. Notwithftanding the remoaftrances of i 
furgeon, and though the back-bone of the criminal was in Mas 
ny places entirely bare, the inhuman commandant was inflexi. 
ble, and Robinfon, after receiving his punifhment, was taken 
to his dungeon without figns of life. 

After languithing above fix months, from a ftrong conftitu. 
tion, unremitting medical attention, and the benevolence of the 
officers in garrifon, this poor fellow recovered fufficient ftrength 
to return to his duty, which he performed in the moft irre. 
proachable manner till the regiment was ordered to England 
laft year, when it was difbanded at Chichefter, and Robinfon 
thrown once more into the greateft di(trefs. Meeting with 
two of his former diflolute companions, they committed fome 
robberies in Kent and Surrey. Juftice foon overtook them, 
and produced their fhameful cataftrophe. ¥ 
Robinfon expreffed the utmoft contrition for his paft offences, 
His ungrateful behaviour to Mr Kelfall made a deep and pro. 
per impreflion upon his mind. He pleaded guilty upon his 
trial, and on being acquainted by the Council, that no: culprit 
had a right to accufe himfelf, he coolly anfwered, his offences 
had made him a proper objeét for a public facrifice, and he 
fhould think any one inexcufable who endeavoured to prolon 
his exiftence. From the time of his conviction to his execy. 
tion, he acted with a manly Chriftian refignation. In fhort to 
conclude in the words of our immortal bard : bs 


“ Nothing in his life 

‘* Became him like the lofing it—he dy’d 
* Like one, who had been ftudying in his death 
“To throw away the deareft thing he own’d, 
“ As ’twere a carelcfs trifle.”

It is faid the Court of Lifbon begins already to exprefs fome 
diflike at the attempt to erect a fyftem of French and Spanith 
politics for that nation, which they begin to fee may not inthe 
iffue be fo advantageous for Portugal, as a nearer connection 
with the maritime powers. 

There has always been an inveterate hatred between the Por- 
tuguefe and Spaniards, which no conneétion could ever wear 
off, the inferior force of the former makes them jealous of the 
latter ; and the common people at Lifbon talk pretty plainly 
for that rrr that the late marriage will probably, fome time 
or other, occafion frefh contentions between the two nations. 

The Farmers General of France have prefented a memorial 
to the King againft the late commercial edicts in that king- 
dom, in which they ftate, «* That they will diminifh the reve- 
nue, without encouraging their domeftic manufa@ures, and in- 
__ creafe finuggling inftead of crufhing it. The reafons are, that 

before thofe ediés, Englith contraband goods were regularly

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Tuurspay, Aug. 11. 

THIS day the Houfe of Commons met. That affembly 
never was more crowded. Before Mr Orde rofe, Mr FVood, 
in a fhort fpeech, gave notice of his intention to move the re- 
folution that, at their laft meeting, he had declared to the 
Houfe. 

Mr Orde then appealed to their candour, and entreated that 
that matter might aot be then brought forward, as he was not 
prepared to fubmit the bufinefs to their coafideration, but would 
on the morrow. —Mr Flood, in reply, made one of the moft 
{trong argumentative {peeches ever heard by the Commons of 
Ireland. 

Mr Conolly declared himfelf againft the Englifh propofitions 
in toto. —Mr Grattan, with his ufual ability, expofed the ab- 
furdity and iniquity of the fyftem, and his determined purpofe 
to combat it in every fhape, and by every means. Mr Grattan 
was for an addrefs to the King, in which Mr Conolly coinci- 
ded. That idea did not feem to meet the opinion of the 
Houfe, as his Majetty had already declared his fentiments in 
anfwer to the Engliih Parliament. 

Mr Orde was the only one on the fide of Adminiftration 


- who took a part in the converfation—a debate it was not. The 
' bufinefs lies over till the morrow, when, as we are informed, a 


bill, containing the effence of the twenty Britith pares is 
to be fabmnitted by. Mr Orde. Petitions were prefented from 
feveral counties again{t the propofitions., “Adjourned at feven 
o’clock.

“ This afternoon, his Grace the Lord Licutenant went in 
ftate to the Houfe of Peers, and gave the Royal affent to fe- 
veral bills. 

“ This day, the petitions of the merchants and traders of 
this city, as alfu that of the manufacturers, were prefented to 
the Houfe of Commons by Mr Hartley ; the firft, defiring the 
Houfe to poftpone, and the larter to reject the commercial ad- 
jultment between the fifter kingdoms, as propofed in the twen- 
ty refolutions that have lately puiled the two Houfes of the Bri- 
tlh Parliament. 

“ A numerous meeting of manufacturers, of the city and 
county of Dublin, confifting of fuch as are engaged in the fol- 
lowing branches, viz. worited, filk, cotton, mixed goods, ho- 
fiery, hats, leather, iron, fteel, brafs, printing, paper, gloves, 
fadlery, glafs, wire, thread, tape, gatieriag, and tin, aflembled 
yefterday at the Tholfel, and unanimoutly agreed to petition 
againit the twenty propofitions lately paffed in Great Britain, 
This petition, which had been previoufly framed by the Cham- 
ber of Manufacturers, but laid before the congregated body 
for their confideration in full aflembly, reprobates in moft point- 
ed terms the general principle of the foregoing refolutions ; 
and declares, that no commerciel arrangement, if even advan- 
tageous, can, in their judgment, compenfate for a dereliction of 
the legiflative independence of the kingdom.—'Taking, how- 
ever, no other view of the fy!tem, but as it affeéts their inte- 
refts as manufacturers, they are fully fatisfied, that no produc- 
tions of Ireland, plain linens excepted, will find a market in 
Britain, the long eftablifhed fuperiority of Englifh fabrics, re- 
faulting from larger capitals, poffetoa of various and extenfive 
machinery, cheapnefs of carriage by inlaod navigation, and an 
iniform proteétion and encouragement of the legiflature of the 
country, rendering the liberty of the Britifh market altogether 
Qugatory ; and yet, for this ufelefS boon, a concefhon was ex- 
sected of an eventual trade to a very confiderable portion of the 
world : it therefore prays thefe premifes may be duly weighed, 
and the propofed regulations be rejected by the Lrith legiflature 
as highly inimical. During the reading of the above, Mr 
Binns, in a fatisfatory manner, explained every part thereof 
which required illu(tration, and demonitrated clearly the im- 
pofibility of being benefited by the fallacious privilege of an 
open market in England, as the feveral vort, countervailing, 
Internal, ftamp, and other-dutics, to which they would become 
liable by the refolutions, mutt for ever defeat all ideas of com- 
Petition; he alfo took notice of the 13th prapoiition, which 
Bs to fecure the exclufive advantages annexcd to patent in- 
ventions, and poinsed out the inevitable injury that would arife 
to the trade of this kingdom if agreed to.
